How Tliln Dreadful Dliease 


nnd How It Should be Treated. 


Scarlet fever and diphtheria are al- 


ways lurking aboxit at this season in 
ruoro or less virulent form. To moth- 
ers and those in charge of families of 
young children a few hints may be 
timely. Scarlet fever is communicated 
by tho minute particles of skin which 
flake oft' during tho convalescing pro- 
cess, and there is always danger un- 
til every 
particle 
of 
this cuticla 


has been shed. Whenever scarlet fever 
is suspected, isolate the patient and 
attendant, and let there be no contact 
with other members of the family until 
the physician has pronounced the case 
fully cured. Do not let even a cat or 
dog or bird be in the room. If it be 
possible let the attendant perform all 
tho work of tho sick room. 
Have a 


plentiful supply of strong solution of 
carbolic acid, one part pure carbolic 
acid and three parts water. Keep an 
atomizer constantly lilled with it. If a 
carpet bo ou the lloor of the sick room 
let it bo sprinkled frequently with the 
carbolic acid, also the bed coverings, 
the dress of the attendant, the walls 
and every article r.f -furniture. 
Let no 


dishes or trays leave the room until 
they have been brought under the car- 
bolic spray. 
All articles to bo washed 


should be laid in water to which the 
carbolic solution has been addi'd before 
they aro given to the laundress, and 
tlioy should bo washed alone. After 
attending to the patient the hands 
should bo washed in citrbolic water 
and the clothing of the physician should 
be sprinkled before he leaves 
the 


room, the spray from tlio atomizer be- 
ing so line it w'ill not injure any fabric 
nor cause any inconvenience. 
When 


the palient leaves the room, have every- 
thing that can be washed thoroughly 
cleaned with tho carbolic solution; then 
fumigate closets and wardrobes and 
the rooms or room with roll brimstone. 
Every window must bo made air tight, 
and "keyholes stopped with cotton. 
Two pounds of sulphur (roll) will bo 
sufficient for a largo room, and a small 
quantity for a closet or wardrobe. 
All 


jewelry and metal ornaments should 
be removed before tho fumigation is 
begun, as the fumes of sulphur oxidize 
motal.4. Place the sulphur iu a flower- 
pot saucer, which may be set upon a 
brick to prevent any danger from lire. 
Open all bureau drawers, all books and 
boxes, and take the mattresses from 
the bedstead, so the sulphur fumes may 
permeate 
everything in the room. 


Leave the room unopened for three or 
four days nnd then air thoroughly. 
Too great care can not be cxercwed m 
the fumigation. 
The germs of scarlet 


fever are carried in books, toys, gar- 
ments and by animals. In short, ev- 
erything upon which a bit o£ searf.skin 
ca'n rest is n vehicle for the transmis- 
sion of Ihe disease. 1 know of a case 
in which scarlet fovt?r was communi- 
cated by a book which had been in an 
inflicted room ami had not been fumi- 
gated. The child who brought the 
book homo was attacked by the fever 
in a severe form. Ho underwent 
nu isolation of six weeks, during which 
timo tho only communication that the 
mother, who was his nurse, had with 
the rest of the family was through a 
window, the person who came to con- 
verso or receive orders being first well 
sprinkled with carbolic acid as well as 
the mother. 
None of the other mem- 


bers of the family contracted the dis- 
ease. Years ngo, before carbolic acid 


j was discovered, and before so great 


i precautions were taken, a celebrated 


I physician had his two children ill with 
' scarlet fever. 
Tho toys with which 


they played were put away unfumigat- 
ed. Vive years later these toys were 
taken from the closet in which they 
had remained and were given to two 
children who came to visit the house. 
Those children were attacked by sear- 
let fever, although there wore no cases 
in tho physician's practice nor in that 
of his colleagues. ' Tho cause of infec- 
tion was suspected and 
the 
toys 


promptly burned. This illustrates Un 
length o'f timo the germs remain viru- 
lent. In diphtheria tho same general 
rules aro to be observed. It is a safe- 
guard to place carbolic acid in vessels 
about the halls through which the at- 
tendant has to pass, thereby greatly 
lesseninir lha chances of contagion. 
Above all things attend carefully to tlio 
directions of tho physician.

down nil that he orders, so there can 
be 110 mistake. In severe cases where 
there is no trained nurse, keep a record 
of the changes so that the, doctor may 
know what lias taken plaec during his

The farm 
is located on tho eastern sjiore of Vir- 
ginia, uud covers nearly throo thousand 
ucrt-<, over whicli tho feathered ooeu- 
panta are frco to roam. In England 
thure are a number of such farms, 
somo of them having as high us ouo 
thousand ^cesu. Tho American one is 
of much larger 
proportions, as its 


flocks number in tho neighborhood of 
llvn thousand birds. 


In certain textile branches of trndo 


tlio down and fotithera of gecso are the 
rnalu raw materials. Tho manufacture 
of fine ijuiltH and the preparation of 
certain articles of drcas utilize tho 
down, and iu cheaper fjnulca of goods 
the younger and softer feathers are 
iisud'lu tliu way of adulteration. The 
hii'KU and strong feathers of the tails 
and wings go ituinly into tlic quill pens 
used by prut'e---ional cngt'odsers, law- 
vcrs, clergymen, nut!

large proportion of whim are hatched. 
A bird hatched in February is in condi- 
tion for plucking thu following Aiiguit, 
and 10 on then-after every six or eight 
weeks. 
Tho feathers are packed in 


sacks and sent to tlie Ph ladelphia fac- 
tory, where, they aro trimmed, washed, 
steamed, and otherwise, prepared for 
their ultimate uses. 
In adulterating 


tlie fluffy down for the cheaper grades 
of goods tlie feathers are chopped up 
Bno and then mingled with the more 
valuable material. 
So practiced are 


some manufacturers that it requires an 
export to

grades. Tho local factory, which is 
ihe only one of prominence 111 the 
country, makes nothing but the finer 
goods. 
Heretofore the down and 


leathers used in American markets havo 
been imoorted.—PliiladelukiJ Press.
